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BREAKING THE SHACKLES 

OF LIMITATION 
HAT is the limit to inventive progress? 
T Who, in the face of the experience of 
I the last generation or two, will dare to 
fix that limit? 

As a matter of fact, progress is the process 
of removing limitations which mankind, in its 
ignorance, imposes upon itself. 

The commonplaces of today that were the 
impossibilities of a generation ago are too 
many to enumerate. They were impossibilities 
then only because man, in the shackles of his 
self-imposed limitations, thought that they 
were impossible. 

For instance, 

Not so very long ago, as time runs in the 
long perspective, if a man had something to 
say to another man in a distant place, he had 
to go to him and tell it into his ears. He had 
to because he thought he had to. And before 
transportation developed, it was a long and 
weary journey, on foot perhaps over hard and 
faint trails through woods and over mountaius 
and deserts. It had to be something very im- 
portant, or he wouldn’t go. 

Then man removed some of his self-imposed 
limitations by getting rid of some of his ignor- 
enee, and it got to be so that he could ride 
send a message—by stage coach, then by 
train. Man then thought that this wonderful 
development was the best he could do, and 
because he thought so it was the best he could 
do. 

Next, by learning more, thus removing more 
limitations, man got so he could send his mes- 
sage over a wire, by telegraph or telephone; 
first a short distance, and then long distances 
—clear around the world, if necessary. 

Then man got rid of a little more ignorance 
and some more limitations, and found that he 
could telegraph or telephone his message with- 
out bothering with wires. Now, if he pleases, 
he can sit at home and hear a sermon, a speech 
or a eoncert by wireless telephone. 

And just at this moment a scientist arises 
to suggest that there is a relationship between 
the little known subject of telepathy, or com- 
inunication from mind to mind, and the wire- 
fess telephone, and to hint that presently man- 
kind will be speaking by thoughts, from one 
tind to another mind, without either wires or 
instruments. 

Who knows? Who, hastily glancing back 
over-such history as this, will dare say that 
anything is impossible? If temy.-d to say it, 
he will reflect that at one time virtually every- 
body in the world believed that any other 
method of communication than walking to talk 
into the ears of the man one had a message 
for was impossible. 

He will remember that at another time vir- 
tually everbody believed that it was impossible 
to have any better method of communication 
than riding on a horse or an ox or a stage- 
coach to deliver a message; that before they 
came the telegraph, the telephone, wireless 
telegraph, all utter 
impossibilities to everybody except the lonely 
individuals who first created them in thought.

Eggs and 1 Egg Yolk. 
Cupful Milk 
Tablespoonfuls Snowdrift 
Teaspoonful Cinnamon 
14 Feaspoonful Clove 
11% Teaspoonfuls Salt 
2 Teaspoonfuls Baking Powder 
From 4 to 5 Cupfuls Flour 
Beat the eggs, then cream in the sugar and add the milk. 
Sift together the dry ingredients, using four cupfuls of 
flour. Add the melted Snowdrift to the first mixture, 
beat in the dry ingredients and mix thoroughly. Put a 
fourth of the mixture at a time onto a slightly floured 
board, roll over the dough, to coat it with flour, then roll 
it out to one-fourth inch in thickness and shape with a 
doughnut cutter. Fry in deep Snowdrift, hot enough to 
brown a bit of bread in a minute. Drain on crumpled 
paper, dust with sugar and a little cinnamon, if desired, 
and serve hot or cold.
